“Trinity, Zion 
: Merger Rejected — 


f A proposal for the merger of 
Trinity and Zion Lutheran con- | 

2 gregations was narrowly defeat- 

3 ed Sunday as both congregations 

voted separately after the serv- 
ice. Both congregations are 
members of the Lutheran 
Church in America but had their 
separate origins as foreign lan- 
guage parishes. 

_ The present merger proposal 
was the work of a joint commit- 
tee appointed by both congrega- 
tions last fall. The proposal 

| specified that the present Zion 
property would be the location 
of the merged congregation, that | 
Firmish language activities 
would be continued, that both 
of the present pastors would re- 

| sign, and that a two-thirds vote 

| in each congregation would be 

| necessary for the proposal to 
become effective. 

The proposal was approved by 
the Pacific Northwest Synod, by 
the Council of Trinity congrega- 
tion, and received a two-thirds 
vote at Trinity Sunday, narrow- 
ly failed to gain the necessary 
approval at Zion. The proposal 
would have had to receive ap- . 


proval in both congregations to ; 
become effective. r
